hereto. By Regulation 4(2) this revision shall not take effect until six months after the 
date of its approval.

Purpose of the 
Approved List 



How to use the 
approved list 



1 This Approved List was first approved by the Health and Safety Commission 
(HSC) on 17 February, 1981, and was published in July, 1981 as Health and Safety 
Series Booklet HS(R)10. This issue, now published as AAL 1, represents a 
complete update of the List and was approved by the HSC as Revision No. 3 on 2 
August 1983. It incorporates Amendment No. 1 approved by the HSC on 16 Feb- 
ruary, 1982, and Revision No. 2 approved by the HSC on 28 September 1982. Apart 
from some additional entries and some amendments to existing entries, this issue has 
been expanded by the addition of an explanatory text which gives guidance on how 
the List should be used (see following paragraphs), and by a Part III which is a list of 
substances in numerical order according to substance identification number. In 
addition, Part I has been sub-divided into Parts I A and IB, and the Annex has been 
renumbered as Part IV. 

2 In accordance with Regulation 4(2), any revision approved by the HSC does not 
take effect until six months from the date of its approval, but, during that time, an 
operator may mark a road tanker or tanker container in accordance with that 
revision. Thus, the changes incorporated in Revision No. 3 do not take effect until 
2 February 1984. 



3 The Approved List is for use with the Dangerous Substances (Conveyance by 
Road in Road Tankers and Tank Containers) Regulations 1981 (SI No. 1059). A 
substance in the Approved List is, by definition (Regulation 2(1)), a “dangerous 
substance’ ’ and one to which these Regulations apply, unless it is conveyed by road 
at such dilution that a risk to the health and safety of any person is not created by 
that conveyance. (Other substances not in the List, but having comparable 
properties, are also covered by the Regulations — see definition of “dangerous 
substance” in Regulation 2(1)). 

4 The Approved List lists those substances for which the HSC has approved 
information which must be shown on hazard warning panels (Regulations 14 and 
15) and compartment labels (Regulation 16) when those substances are conveyed by 
road. Substances which create a greater risk to health and safety than substances 
having similar characteristic properties which are listed in the Approved List should 
not be conveyed by road in road tankers or tank containers (Regulation 9(b)). 

5 The information contained in the Approved List is, in the main, based upon the 
recommendations prepared by the United Nations Committee of Experts on the 
Transport of Dangerous Goods (the “UN List”). Revisions to the UN List will 
normally be incorporated into the Approved List subject to approval by the HSC. 



Parti 

6 Part I is divided into two sub-parts, IA and IB. Part IA lists the single chemical 
substances, together with a few specific mixtures, in alphabetical order, together 
with their respective substance identification numbers, emergency action codes and 
classifications according to their characteristic properties as approved by the HSC. 
Part IB lists, in a similar fashion, those mixtures covered by a generic name and 
certain other substances which are not separately specified in Par t IA of the 
Approved List. These entries include the letters “NOS” which mean “not specified 
in Part I of the Approved List” (see also paragraph 15). A “NOS” entry should 
only be used where there is not a more specific entry in Part IA of the List. For 
example, the entry for “barium compounds NOS” should only be used where none 
of the entries in Part IA for specific barium compounds apply. 

Note to Part I 

7 Appended to Part I is the “Note” referred to in Regulation 17(4). This “Note” 
lists two groups of substances and, in accordance with Regulation 17(4), when two or 
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more substances in one of those groups are being conveyed together as a multi-load, 
they may be considered to be a single load, provided the hazard warning panel is 
marked in accordance with the information provided in Columns 2, 3 and 4 of the 
“Note” . Additionally, where the only dangerous substance being conveyed is one 
of the substances listed in the “Note”, the hazard warning panel may be marked 
with the information provided in Columns 2, 3 and 4 of the “Note” as an alter- 
native to the information given in Part I for that particular substance. These alter- 
native items of information should only be used where a road tanker or tank 
container is regularly being used to convey two or more of the substances in one or 
other of the two groups listed in the “Note”. If, however, the only dangerous 
substance being regularly conveyed in the road tanker or tank container is, say, 
kerosene, the information given in Part I of the List for that substance should be 
used. 

Part II 

This Part explains how the emergency action code is determined for multi-loads 
(see paragraph 5 of Schedule 3 to the Regulations). 

Part III 

9 This Part lists in numerical order, according to substance identification number, 
all the substances referred to in Part I. Its purpose is to allow quick access to the 
proper shipping name of the substance when only a substance identification number 
is available, and it does not, therefore, give information relating to concentrations, 
conditions, etc. The reader must turn to Part I in order to obtain this information, 
and also that required for marking the hazard warning panel. 

Part IV 

10 This part of the document explains the meaning of the different parts of the 
emergency action code. This code forms part of the markings on the hazard warning 
panel, and it intended to provide the emergency services with a quick means of 
identifying the immediate action they should take when dealing with an emergency 
involving a dangerous substance.

12 The names listed in Column 1 of Part IA, for which information is given in 
Columns 2-4, are the proper shipping names in accordance with the UN List. 
However, some substances are also known by alternative names, and these are also 
listed alphabetically in Part IA but with only a cross-reference to the proper shipping 
name.

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13 There are a few instances where two, or possibly three, alternative entries are 
given in Column 1 of Part IA separated by the word “or” in italics. This means that 
the information given in Columns 2—4 relates to each of these entries. An example 
of this is the entry for “acetic acid, glacial or acetic acid solution”. 

Concentrations/conditions 

14 Regulation 9(c) refers to maximum concentrations and/ or conditions in 
Column 1 of Part I of the Approved List. These are shown in italics following the 
name of the substance, but do no form part of the name. Certain organic peroxides 
are required to be conveyed below a stated temperature and this condition is given as 
a footnote on the relevant page. Certain other conditions are also shown as foot- 
notes. 

Mixtures NOS 

15 Regulation 9(b) requires that, where a dangerous substance is not specified in 
Column 1 of Part I, it is not conveyed unless its characteristic properties create no 
greater risk to health and safety than other substances having similar characteristic 
properties which are specified in Part I. Where a mixture is covered by a “mixture, 
NOS” entry, it means that the mixture is not specified in Column 1 of Part I of the 
Approved List (see paragraph 6), but the fact that there is a suitable “mixture, 
NOS” entry does not automatically mean that the mixture may be conveyed in road 
tankers or tank containers. Thus, when the characteristic properties of a mixture 
have been determined in accordance with Column 1 of Part I of Schedule 1 to the 
Regulations, and with the Approved Code of Practice “Classification of Dangerous 
Substances for Conveyance in Road Tankers and Tank Containers” (COPS), a 
suitable “mixture NOS” entry in Part IB may be allocated to it, but the mixture may 
only be conveyed if those characteristic properties create no greater risk to health 
and safety than substances having similar characteristic properties which are 
specified in Part IA. 

16 It will be noted that there are certain pairs of entries in Part IB where two of the 
physical properties given in the name in Column 1 are reversed as between the two 
entries. Examples are the two entries “flammable liquid, toxic, mixture, NOS” and 
“toxic liquid, flammable, mixture, NOS”. A mixture with these properties should 
be assigned to one or other of these entries depending on whether the flammable or 
toxic hazard takes precedence in accordance with Appendix B of COPS, Other 
examples which should be assigned in a similar manner are: 

“corrosive liquid, toxic, mixture, NOS” and “toxic liquid, corrosive, mixture, 
NOS”; 

“flammable solid, toxic, mixture, NOS” and “toxic solid, flammable, mixture, 
NOS”; 

Definitions 

17 A number of entries in Part I A include the word “stabilised” or “inhibited”. 
This means that the chemical is liable to decompose or polymerise unless steps are 
taken to prevent this by “stabilisation” or “inhibition’ ’ , and the substance may only 
be conveyed if it so stabilised or inhibited. This may be achieved by the addition of a 
small quantity of another chemical (a stabiliser or inhibitor) or by ensuring that 
certain chemicals which promote decomposition or polymerisation are absent. For 
example, vinyl chloride may be inhibited either by the addition of a small quantity of 
hydroquinone or by ensuring that the tanks are clean and free from rust and hydro- 
chloric acid and that the atmosphere in the tank contains less than 2,000ppm of 
oxygen. 

18. The List includes two entries in Part IA for “petroleum spirit”, but these should 
not be confused with the references to “petroleum spirit” in the Regulations. 
Petroleum spirit is defined in the Regulations by reference to the Petroleum (Conso 
lidation) Act 1928, and this definition is much wider than the entries for petroleum 
spirit in the List. Petroleum spirit, as defined in the Regulations, would include a 
number of entries in the List including the following: 
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benzene 

hexane 

pentane 

toluene 

petrol 

petroleum distillates NOS (flash point less than 21 °C) 
petroleum fuel NOS (flash point less than 21 °C) 
petroleum spirit (flash point less than 21 °C). 

Hazardous wastes 

19 The Approved List includes 17 entries for “hazardous wastes”, some of which 
are in Part IA, whilst the remainder, because they are “NOS” entries, are in Part 
IB. Because these entries are not in the UN List, they have been allocated numbers 
in the 7000 series so as not to clash with the UN numbering. Two of the entries in 
Part IB, “7014 — hazardous waste, solid or sludge, NOS” and “7015 — hazardous 
waste, liquid, NOS”, are intended to cater for those hazardous wastes which do not 
fall within the scope of the other 15. 



Revision of the 
Approved List 



20 It is Important that the emergency services and enforcing authorities have ade- 
quate information about all the dangerous substances conveyed in road tankers and 
tank containers. Operators who are undertaking, or intend to undertake, the regular 
conveyance of a dangerous substance which is not already in Part IA of the 
Approved List are, therefore, strongly urged to apply to have the substance added to 
the List. Mixtures of chemicals are normally identified by one of the “mixture, 
NOS” entries in Part IB of the List and are not named in their own right. However, 
if a mixture cannot be covered by one of those entries, application should be made to 
have the mixture added to the List. 

21 All applications for additions to the List, or for revisions to the information 
contained in the List, should be made to:

22 Before approving any revision to the Approved List the HSC will consult the 
relevant trade associations and trades unions, the enforcing authorities, local authori- 
ties and its Advisory Committee on Dangerous Substances. 

23 Whenever the HSC approves a revision to the Approved List, it will, in accord- 
ance with Regulation 4(2), issue a Notice in writing specifying the revision and the 
date on which it was approved. At the same time, the HSE will issue a Press Release 
announcing the approval of the Revision. Copies of the Notice will be available 
from the address shown in paragraph 21. 

24 Revisions to the Approved List will be approved as they arise, but new issues of 
the complete List will only be published at infrequent intervals, probably at about 
two-yearly intervals. The HSE will issue a Press Release announcing each new publi- 
cation. 

25 Persons wishing to be notified automatically of each future revision to the 
Approved List, should complete the tear-off form (Annex C) and return it to the 
address indicated.

In accordance with Regulation 17(4) of the Dangerous Substances (Conveyance by 
Road in Road Tankers and Tank Containers) Regulations 1981, where the only 
dangerous substances being conveyed are two or more of the substances listed in 
Column 1 of sub-paragraph (a) below, or are two or more of the substances listed in 
Column 1 of sub-paragraph (b) below, then the substance identification number, 
emergency action code and classification specified in the corresponding entries in 
Columns 2, 3 and 4 of those sub-paragraphs may be used, and in such cases the 
multi-load consisting only of substances listed in sub-paragraph (a) or only of the 
substances listed in sub-paragraph (b) may be treated as a single load. 

Where the only dangerous substance being conveyed is one of the substances listed 
in Column 1 of sub-paragraph (a) below, or one of the substances listed in Column 1 
of sub-paragraph (b) below, then the substance identification number, emergency 
action code and classification specified in the corresponding entries in Columns 2, 3 
and 4 of those sub-paragraphs may be used as an alternative to the entries specified 
for the particular substance in Columns 2, 3 and 4 of Part I.

(b) if there are two different letters then take one of the letters and select the 
Column in the code chart in sub-paragraph (3) below, which is headed (on the 
top horizontal line) by that letter, then take the other letter and select the 
horizontal line of letters which has that letter in the left hand column, then the 
letter in the square where the first mentioned column and that horizontal line 
meet (‘the resultant letter’) is the first letter of the multi-load emergency action 
code; 

(c) if there are three different letters then take any two of them and proceed as in 
paragraph (b) above, then take the resultant letter and do the same again using 
the resultant letter and the letter for the third substance, then the letter in the 
square where the column headed on the top horizontal line by the resultant 
letter and the horizontal line of letters which has the letter for the third 
substance in its left hand column meet, is the first letter of the multi-load 
emergency action code; 

(d) if there are more than three different letters proceed as above taking the 
resultant letter each time with one of the other letters until all the other letters 
have been used, then the letter in the square when the last other letter is used is 
the first letter of the multi-load emergency action code.

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(4) The letter £ E’ shall be included as the last letter of the multi-load action code if 
it occurs in the emergency action codes of any one of the substances in the multi- 
load.
